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USDA to Gather Cash Rents Data

Springfield, IL — January 2022 — The U.S. Department of Agriculture’s National Agricultural
Statistics Service (NASS) is conducting the Cash Rents and Leases survey starting on February
7. The survey provides the basis for estimates of the current year’s cash rents paid for irrigated
cropland, non-irrigated cropland, and permanent pasture. Over 240,000 survey recipients,
including 8,500 in lllinois, across the U.S. have been selected to complete the survey, which can

be completed online by March 1 at www.agcounts.usda.gov, by mail or phone.
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In accordance with federal law, NASS keeps survey responses confidential. Survey results will
be available in aggregate form only to ensure that no individual producer or operation can be
identified. NASS will publish the survey results on Aug. 26 at quickstats.nass.usda.gov/. For
